Concerns  were  raised  about  the 
reappointment  of  management  for  the 
IPFW  affirmative  action  officer  at  the 
Fort  Wayne  Faculty  Senate  meeting 
Monday. 

Michael  Downs,  chairman  of  the 
department  of  political  science, 
presented  a  resolution  to  the  senate  for 
consideration  which  expressed  the 
faculty  senate's  disapproval  of  the 
change  in  reporting  lines  for  the  af- 
firmative action  officer  Previously, 
the  affirmative  action  officer  reported 
to  the  Chancellor's  Office.  With  the 
change,  the  affirmative  action  officer 
reports  to  John  Ulmer.  dean  of 
students. 

Donna  Middleton,  the  IPFW  af- 
firmative action  officer,  was 
unavailable  to  comment. 

Down's  resolution,  which  in  part 
stated  "the  affirmative  action  officer 
should  report  to  the  chancellor,"  was 
passed  by  the  senate. 

In  the  absence  of  Acting  Chancellor 
Edward  Nicholson,  Joanne  Lantz, 
chair  of  the  department  of 
psychological  sciences,  addressed  the 
faculty's  concerns.  Lantz  (old  the 
faculty  that  Nicholson  explained  to 
her  that  the  dean  of  students'  office 
(student  affairs)  would  have  the  added 
responsibility  of  minority  affairs,  an 
umbrella  which  covers  affirmative 
action  and  minority  recruitment. 

However,  according  to  Nicholson, 
Ulmer's  added  responsibilities  would 
include  overseeing  veteran  affairs, 
handicapped  services  and  hispanic 
affairs,  in  addition  to  minority  affairs 
and  affirmative  action. 

According  (o  Downs,  the  duty  of 
affirmative  action  is  loo  important  to 
be  overshadowed  by  other  duties. 

"The  affirmative  action  officer  is  so 

nportant  a  function  that  it  ought  not 


to  be  mixed  with  other  functions  which 
have  their  own  demands  lo  make  on 
the  chancellor,"  said  Downs,  Monday. 
As  dean  of  students,  Ulmer  is 
presently  responsible  for  overseeing 
the  70-plus  student  organizations  at 
IPFW.  According  lo  Nicholson, 
Ulmer  would  now  be  responsible  for 
two  offices,  the  student  affairs  ad- 
ministration and  the  office  which 
would  include  the  affirmative  action 
and  minority  affairs  functions,  among 
others. 

Downs  also  stated  that  at  other 
campuses  the  affirmative  action  of- 
ficer is  considered  such  an  important 
function  that  the  affirmative  action 
officer  is  usually  a  staff  member  in  the 
chancellor's  office.  Historically,  at 
IPFW,  that  is  not  the  case. 

John  Camaghi,  vice  chancellor  for 
financial  affairs,  affirmed  Monday  the 
affirmative  action  officer  reported  to 
the  assistant  to  the  chancellor  when 
Joseph  Giusti  was  chancellor.  When 
Nicholson  was  appointed  acting 
chancellor,  he  changed  the  reporting 
line  so  the  officer  would  report  straight 
lo  the  chancellor . 

This  coincides  with  the  affirmative 
action  document  of  Indiana  Univer- 
sity, according  to  Downs.  He  said  the 
document  specifically  directs  the 
officer  to  report  directly  to  the 
chancellor. 

Nicholson,  however,  doesn't  think 
the  change  should  make  that  much  of  a 
difference  "Well  she's  really  repor- 
ting to  a  person  who  reports  to  the 
chancellor,"  he  said.  "So  at  the  same 
time,  (the  affirmative  action  officer) 
is  working  in  a  bigger  office,  with 
bigger  resources." 

Nicholson  also  said  he  didn't  think 
the  change  in  supervision  for  the 
officer  should  be  emphasized.  "The 
change  I  want  lo  emphasize  is  that  the 
change  is  in  furtherance  of  our  C"~ 


mitment  to  minority  groups  and 
women  and  affirmative  action," 
said  Nicholson. 

The  change  for  the  affirmative 
action  office  came  at  the  same  time 
another  move  was  made.  The  Office  of 
counseling,  Testing  and  Placement, 
which  reported  lo  Ulmer  in  student 
services,  now  reporls  to  the  office  of 
Academic  Service. 

Downs  said  Monday  he  did  not  think 
the  move  was  handled  properly,  nor 


did  it  make  sense 

"It  (the  office  of  affirmative  action) 
ought  not  be  a  consolation  prize  Tor 
other  department  heads  for  having 
other  departments  removed  from  his 
department."  said  Downs,  in 
reference  lo  the  coinciding  move  of  Ihe 
counseling*;  testing  and  placement 
office.  "To  me,  this  does  not  make 
administrative  sense.  It  may  make 
political  sense,  but  not  administrative

Department  moved  to  academic  services

"We  have  no  leader,"  said  Marian 
Adair,  director  of  the  Office  of 
Counseling,  Testing  and  Placement. 

Adair  was  referring  to  the  change  of 
supervision  for  her  department,  a 
move  which  coincides  with  a  similar 
move  for  Ihe  office  of  affirmative 
action. 

Adair's  office,  which  previously 
reported  to  student  services,  headed 
by  John  Ulmer,  dean  of  students,  now 
reports  directly  lo  the  office  of 
academic  services.  That  office  is 
presently  under  the  guidance  of  O. 
Franklin  Kenworthy.  who  is  leaving 
IPFW  this  summer.  No  replacement 
has  yet  been  named  for  Kenworthy's 
position. 


Adair  said  she  thought  the  change 
was  made  in  her  department  to 
coordinate  all  related  services,  such  as 
the  registrar's  office,  student 
academic  counseling  and  admissions. 
It  was  done,  said  Adair,  "I  think  in  an 
effort,  enrollment  management  wise, 
lo  make  sure  all  services  were  coor- 
dinated." Adair  said  the  departments 
such  as  the  registrar's  office,  student 
academic  counseling  and  admissions 
were  originally  under  the  office  of 
student  services  However,  those 
departments  were  pulled  out  years 
ago,  and  the  only  faction  left  was  that 
of  counseling,  testing  and  placement. 

Adair  said  she  thought  the  move  took 
effect  immediately,  although  she  has 
"seen  no  paperwork"  on  the  change. 
She  said  she  has  been  told,  though. 

Adair,   who  has  been  with   IPFW 


since  1978,  thinks  the  change  will 
benefit  her  department.  She  said, 
overall,  it  would  likely  bring  "more 
credibility"  to  her  office  and  help 
coordinate  future  planning.  "In  ad- 
dition," said  Adair,  "the  chancellor 
philosophically  realizes  the  im- 
portance of  placement." 

Adair  added  that  the  change  would 
bring  improvements  in  her  depart- 
ment. She  said  the  office  of  counseling, 
testing  and  placement  hopes  to  offer 
cooperatives  and  internships  to 
students  in  the  future.  She  said  they 
are  also  working  on  a  freshman 
orientation  program  "that  lasts 
several  months. " 

"Enrollment  management  is  really 
both  recruitment  and  retaining  the 
students,"  said  Adair. 


Edward  Nicholson,  acting  chan- 
cellor, agreed  thai  the  change  would 
bring  growth  for  the  office  of  coun- 
seling, testing  and  placement 

Nicholson,  like  Adair,  said  the  move 
was  made  to  bring  all  the  departments 
concerned  with  enrollment 
management  together. 

"The  reason  is  that  it  used  to  all  be 
logether,"  said  Nicholson  In  ex- 
plaining why  the  office  of  counseling, 
testing  and  placement  now  reports  to 
the  department  of  academic  services. 

"(We  want  to)  begin  career  and 
academic  counseling  as  soon  as  a 
student  gels  into  the  system,"  said 
Nicholson.  "So,  when  a  student  decides 
on  a  major,  we  can  begin  giving  him 
information  on  that  major  or  Job  or 
graduate  school." 


America  stretches  out  its  hands  to  help  its  own

Sunday,  May  25,  1986,  at  2  p.m.  EST 
13  p.m.  EDT),  Hands  Across  America 
will  link  six  to  ten  million  people  in  a 
continuous  line  stretching  from  New 
York  to  Los  Angeles,  according  lo  the 
movers  and  backers  of  what  is  being 
publicized  as  the  longest  if  not  the 
largest,  media  event  of  the  decade. 
They  are  depending,  to  a  great  extent, 
on  college  and  university  students  lo 
make  it  happen. 

The  immensity  of  this  project  comes 
into  focus  when  one  realizes  that 
between  2'j  and  IWi  percent  of  the 
population  of  the  United  States  must 
participate  if  it  is  to  succeed  It  is 
estimated  the  population  of  nor- 
theastern Indiana,  including  Fort 
Wayne,  would  be  required  just  to  cross 
Indiana.  The  4137-mile  line  will  zigzag 
across  16  slates  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  a  pattern  intended  to 
bring  H  within  60-70  percent  of  the  U.S. 
population. 

The  declared  purpose  of  the  event, 
which  is  headed  by  Fred  S.  Droz,  of 
Adler  Droz.  Inc..  national  project 
director  and  Marty  Rogol,  executive 
director  of  USA  for  Africa,  Is  to 
"educate  the  public  about  hunger  and 
homelessness  in  America  and  to  raise 
approximately  $100  million  to  combat 
Ihese  problems  "  Ten  percent  of  the 
funds  raised  is  tagged  for  emergency 
relief;  40  percent  for  development  of 
farmer's  co-ops.  rehabilitation  centers 
and  tenant-owned  housing;  50  percent 
to  existing  programs  To  participate,  a 


minimum  donation  of  S10,  which  will 
get  you  an  assigned  place  in  line  and  a 
certificate,  is  required.  For  $25  an 
event  T-shirt  is  included,  while  $35  also 
gets  a  visor  and  pin.  Every  effort  will 
be  made  to  find  a  place  in  or  near  a 
requested  location.  (The  line  cuts 
through  Indiana  about  halfway  bet- 
ween Indianapolis  and  the  northern 
border  and  those  from  Fort  Wayne  will 
be  assigned  a  place  near  the  small 
Miami  County  town  of  Denver. ) 


Hands  Across  America  is  sponsored 
by  the  Coca-Cola  Company,  with  help 
from  a  number  of  other  corporations 
The  project  claims  more  than  800 
celebrities  (from  Jackie  Cooper  to 
Elvira  to  Shari  Belefonte- Harper) 
have  already  signed  up.  The  celebrity 
chairpeople  are  Kenny  Rogers,  Pete 
Rose,  Lily  Tomlin  and  Bill  Cosby.

Departments  shuffled 


i  /i"  current  administration  has 
recently  been  shuffling  around  the 
control  of  departments  prior  to  the 
appointment  of  a  new  chancellor 

These  moves  are  being  made  without 
much  input  from  the  affected 
departments  The  people  who  are  being 
moved  should  know  what  changes  would 
be  best  for  their  offices.  However,  these 
people  were  never  consulted,  something 
happening  with  increasing  frequency  at 
IPFW  over  the  last  few  years. 

Other  examples  of  these  sudden  moves 
are  the  change  in  reporting  lines  for  the 
office  of  counseling,  testing  and 
placement.  This  office,  directed  by 
Marian  Adair,  which  in  the  past  has 
reported  lo  student  services,  will  now 
report  to  the  office  of  academic  services. 

There  are  a  couple  of  problems  with 
the  changes  in  Adair's  department 
First,  doesn't  student  services  imply  aid 
to  students?  Secondly,  does  not 
counseling,  testing  and  placement  also 
imply  aid  to  students?  These  two 
functions  should  be  placed  together 
Thirdly,  it  would  seem  that  with  the 
change,  Adair's  office  might  need 
considerable  guidance  concerning  any 
changes  coming  with  the  move.  But  they 
are  getting  lost  in  the  shuffle 

A  second  example  of  a  major  change 
that  went  unannounced  was  the  change 
in  reporting  for  the  athletics 
development  office  from  the 
chancellor's  office  lo  the  office  of 
financial  affairs,  a  department  headed 
by  John  Carnaghi,  vice  chancellor  for 
financial  affairs.  This  change  is  a  move 
that  was  decided  after  the  former 
director  of  athletic  department 
development,  Carl  Bickley,  died— in 
January.    The    faculty    senate   just 


discovered  this  change  at  the  faculty 
senate  meeting  Monday  —  four  months 
later. 

But  it  still  seems  the  major  upset 
around  here  is  the  change  affecting  the 
affirmative  action  office.  The  faculty 
senate  opposed  the  move  so  strongly, 
they  passed  a  resolution  which  almost 
condemned  the  change.  The  resolution, 
authored  by  Michael  Downs,  chair  of  the 
department  of  political  science,  said  the 
affirmative  action  officer  should  have 
remained  in  its  present  position  — 
reporting  directly  to  the  chancellor's 
office. 

At  the  core  of  all  these  moves  are  two 
factors  very  disturbing  lo  many  people 
in  the  IPFW  community  —  students  as 
well  as  faculty.  First,  it  was  made  before 
a  new  chancellor  was  appointed.  Since 
the  new  chancellor  will  presumably  take 
over  next  fall,  if  one  is  indeed  appointed 
soon,  he  might  have  his  own  ideas  on  the 
best  departmental  organization 
Secondly,  the  faculty  was  never 
consulted.  The  administration 
seemingly  thought  so  highly  of  its 
judgement  and  wisdom  it  evidently  did 
not  see  a  need  to  keep  consultation  lines 
open  This  problem  was  also  voiced  by 
faculty  members  at  their  senate  meeting 
Monday. 

Maybe  our  new  chancellor,  who  we 
assume  will  begin  work  next  fall  (if  the 
process  is  running  "as  usual"  as  they 
keep  reporting)  can  fix  things. 
Hopefully,  our  new  chief  executive 
officer  will  be  more  aware  of  the 
importance  of  going  to  faculty  senate 
meetings,  addressing  faculty  concerns 
and  consulting  them  on  important 
decisions  that  affect  IPFW  operations.

Harbor  Arbor  disaster 


Imagine  people  in  the  amphitheatre 
outside  the  patio  at  Walb  —  not  as  it 
looks  today,  inhabited  only  by  the  lone 
leaves  swirling  around  in  the  spring 
breeze  -f?  but  alive  with  people  enjoying 
themselves.

Graduation  is  nearly  here.  It  is  an 
exciting  time  but  also  a  confusing 
experience  for  first  time  grads. 
Following  are  some  of  the  most 
commonly  asked  questions  and  answers 
about  commencement: 

Q:  When  is  commencement? 

A:  Commencement  will  be  on 
Wednesday,  May  14,  at  7:30  p.m.,  in  the 
Memorial  Coliseum. 

Q:  What  time  should  candidates  be 
there? 

A":  Candidates  should  be  robed  and 
ready  to  assemble  at  6:45  p.m. 

Q:  How  many  people  may  I  invite? 

A:  As  many  as  you  like.  The  seating  is 
unlimited  and  unreserved 

Q:  How  long  does  the  ceremony  last? 

A:  Approximately  two  hours. 

Q:  May  1  have  whatever  color  tassel  I 
want? 

A:  No.  The  tassel  color  is  dictated  by 
your  division  or  school. 

Q:  How  do  candidates  line  up? 

A:  Signs  will  be  posted  and  candidates 
should  go  to  the  sign  that  indicates  their 
division  and  line  up  in  alphabetical 
order. 


Q:  Who  decides  which  candidates 
receive  an  honor  cord? 

A.  Generally  speaking,  for  Purdue, 
you  must  be  in  the  top  10  percent  of  your 
class  and  have  a  grade  point  index  of  5.3 
or  higher  For  1U,  each  department  or 
school  sets  its  own  standards  when 
determining  who  will  receive  honors. 

Q:  When  do  I  find  out  if  I  will  receive 
an  honor  cord?  If  I  am  receiving  one, 
how  do  I  get  it? 

A:  If  you  are  to  receive  an  honor  cord, 
you  will  be  sent  a  letter  that  tells  you  so. 
The  honor  cords  will  be  given  out  at  the 
Chancellor's  Reception  for  the 
Graduating  Class  on  Saturday,  May  10, 
at  8  p.m.  in  the  Walb  Union  Ballroom. 
However,  you  must  participate  in  the 
graduation  ceremony  to  receive  an 
honor  cord. 

If  you  have  any  other  questions,  please 
consult  the  information  sheet  included 
with  your  cap  and  gown.  If  your 
questions  still  remain  unanswered,  call 
the  office  of  academic  ceremonies,  481- 
6460.

cerned,"  she  said,  "the  only 
things  that  really  succeed  on 
this  earth  are  people  who 
aren't  like  the  norm,  people 
who  rise  above  negativism, 
and  people  who  know  their 
uniqueness  and  market  it  to 
the  hilt." 

Dispensing  advice  based 
on  her  experiences,  she  said 
she  knows  this  advice  will 
work  for  others,  because  it's 
worked  for  her. 

"I'm  not  a  duplication  of 
worn-out  self-help  theories," 
she  said.  "I  don't  read 
anybody  else's  poetry,  ad- 
vice or  (current)  research 
on  the  topic.  What  I'm 
saying,  I've  lived  —  either 
through  joy  or  pain  and 
found  out  how  it  works." 

Some  of  these  tried-and- 
true  techniques  Lybrand 
suggested  for  the  successful 
job  interview  include 
stretching  prior  to  the  in- 
terview to  ensure  a  more 
relaxed  posture.  She  also 
suggested  readying  the  voice 
by  engaging  in  some  kind  of 
vocal  exercises  or  humming 
to  limber  up  the  vocal  cords. 

Upon  entering  the  office, 
she  suggested  that  you  sit  in 


confident  manner:  head 
held  high  and  making  eye 
contact  with  those  in  your 
field  of  vision  "If  you  don't 
know  your  value,  they  don't 
need  you." 

After  the  interview  be- 
gins, she  said  to  be  sure 
and  ask  some  questions  of 
the  interviewer  to  indicate 
an  interest  in  the  company. 
She  added  that  most 
prospective  employers  will 
ask  the  applicants  some 
questions  about  themselves 
—  so  have  an  answer  ready 
Do  not  hem  and  haw  around 
and  risk  appearing  to  be  a 
wishy-washy  person. 

One  danger  in  this 
situation  exists  for  many 
people,  however  It's  not  that 
they  don't  have  anything  to 
say,  it's  thai  they  don't  know 
when  to  stop.  The  point  is  to 
appear  to  be  self-confident, 
not  egotistical,  so  learn  how 
to  curb  your  conversation. 

While   you're   sitting    up 
straight,    maintaining    eye 
contact  and  engaging  in  a    ' 
moderate   amount   of  self-  ( 
disclosure,     be     sure     to  J 
communicate  honestly. 
■  "The  worst  thing  a  person 
can  do  in  an  interview  is  go   , 
in  and  try  to  be  something   1 
they  aren't,"  she  stressed, 
"They  might  get  the  job  and 
be  forced  into  living  a  lie  for 
Iherest  of  their  life."
